into the head almost like Ihe stones 
of an arc! and when a few of the 
beeds are loosened the rest come out

MAKE OIL 


In a short ime the wagon bed Is fill- 
ed with t i e cleaned seeds The vva- 
goi is driven to the oil mill or an 
elevator and dumped Cairo has a cot- 
ton seed mill which also takes the 
sunflower seeds and expresses the oil 
from them Only the best of the seeds 
are used for oil 
The others are 


ground and used for feeds of various 
kinds 


The ex-Cairo man does not know 


much about what the sunflower oil is 
especially good for but he understands 
that it has a high value At any rate 
the sunflower growers find the crop 
profitable, more profitable than corn 
and costing much less to produce
